Is Venus Inhabited 


It will be remembered that about two 


yeats ago, the famous Italian astiono 
mer, Selnaparelli, announced th it lie had 
discovered that > euus which, is a world 
very slightly smaller than ouis, makes 
only one turn on its axis in going once 
aiound the sun 
It would follow fioin 


this tliat on Venus theie is no succession 
of dajs and nights as upon the eaith, 
but that perpetual day reigns on one 
side of the planet and perpetual night on 
the other 
In othei woids, if Selnapa 


t illi, is light, Venusalwajspresents the 
same face to the sun, just aa the moon 
toiever tuins the same hemisphere to- 
watd the euth 


Ihe inhabitants of the sunward side 


ot Venus, then—if there be any—never 
see the sun set, while inhabitants of tie 
other side nevei see the sun at all un 
less they visit the opposite hemisphere 
of their globe 


Of tourse no one knows whether there 


ue inhabitants upon Venus or not but 
we do know that Venus has an atmos 
phera, and that in its atmosphere waterj 
vapor exists aud clouds float, and that 
upon the surface of the planet the foice 
of gtantation 13 not veiy different fiom 
that which it manifests on the surface o' 
thoeufh 
Accoidingly there ue some 


icasons to be urged m behalf of the 
opinion that Venus may be an mil ibited 
woild 


But if one half 'V enus be buried m 


endless night while the other half lies 
glaring beneath a never setting sun, it 
is evident that the inhabitants of that 
pi met must have expenences that would 
be most strange and trying to us So 
the question whether Venus really does 
rotate on its axis only once in two hun- 
dred aud twenty five days, the period ot 
its revolution around the sun, derives an 
added Interest from the consideration 
that the planet possibly has inhabitants 


Ihe older observations indicated tint 


Venus lotated in between twenty four 
hours, giving it days and nights about 
eqti il to those of the earth 
In Older to 


settle the question it has recentlj been 
proposed to apply the spectroscope 
It 


is known that in the spectrum of a celes- 
tial body which is lapidly approaching 
the earth the spectroscopic lines ate 
shifted toward the blue while in the 
spectrum of a fast retreating body the 
lines are shifted toward the red 


This principle has been used m measur 


ing the rate of the BUII 3 rotation 
The 


lines aie shifted toward the blue on the 
eastern and toward the red on the west-

THERE are two methods of manuring, 


one spreading it on the surface, and the 
other plowing or digging it in. As the 
result of long experience it is found that 
much better results are achieved by sur- 
face manuring than by the other meth- 
ods. In fruit trees, especially, this has 
been found to be the case. 


IJT pruning, all saw cuts should be 


made just so close to the trunk or to a 
side branch as to leave no dead projec- 
tion, but not so close as to cause a stop- 
page of the ascending sap through dry- 
ing of the wood laid bare by the cut
